REMARKS 

Claims 41-45 and 48-62 are pending. Claims 57-62 are canceled, without 
prejudice. The specification is amended to comply with the sequence rules. Applicants 
note that the Examiner indicated that references cited by the Applicants were not 
available in the parent application. Applicants' attorney left a message with the 
Examiner that the references could be downloaded from the PAIR system. Applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner initial the PTO/SB/08B form submitted with the 
Information Disclosure Statement, received by the USPTO on July 7, 2004, to indicate 
consideration by the Examiner. 

Applicants believe no new matter is added by the foregoing amendments. 

I. Rejections of Claims 57-62 under 35 U.S.C. ^1 12, First Paragraph . 

The Examiner rejected claims 57-62 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, on the 
basis that the specification is not enabling for any random fragments of the complex of 
SEQ ID NO: 2 and 12. In the interest of expedited prosecution. Applicants have 
canceled claims 57-62, and the rejection is therefore rendered moot as to these claims. 
In view of the foregoing. Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of this rejection. 

Conclusion 

Applicant's current response is believed to be a complete reply to all the 
outstanding issues of the latest Office action. Further, the present response is a bona 
fide effort to place the application in condition for allowance or in better form for appeal.
